by explosives and Yanks swarm- 
ing over the topside poked through 
rubble in search of the ventilation 
vent.

MacArthur, describing the fight- 


ins in Manila as still bitter, un- 
derscored its severity by announ- 
cing enemy casualties of 92,000 for 
the six weeks of the Luzon cam- 
paign as against American casual- 
ties of 12,929 — 2,670 killed, 245 
missing and 10,008 wounded. 


This showed 24.000 Japanese and 


3,246 American casualties in the 
last week alone. 


MacArthur said a survey of 


Manila disclosed that the Japan- 
ese occupation army thoroughly 
looted all private possessions of 
value and apparently shipped the 
stolen goods to Tokyo.

OUR DEBT TO JEFFERSON 


It is not necessary to state that February 


brings us the birthdays of George Washing' 


. ton and Abraham Lincoln—two greatest of 


Americans. It may be well to point out too 
that soon April, along with the springtime, 
will present the anniversary of another great 
American patriot whose contribution to the 
American idea! is priceless—Thomas Jeffer- 
son, and to whom our American tradition 
owes all honor and gratitude. 


It is hardly necessary to furnish detail* of 


the life and accomplishment, of our third 
President. Every schoolboy knows that he 
was the author of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence and one of the earliest and most 
zealous upholders of the rights of all men. 
But perhaps not so many of us fully realize 
the importance of the contribution to Ameri- 
can democracy by President Jefferson. 


Jefferson believed that the people were 


governed least. Consequently he advocated 
frugality and economy in government, no 
more control by Federal agencies no more 
Federal governmental activity than wai es- 
sential for the well being of all the people. 
He was the high priest of economy, of slm- 


• plicity and of individualism. We recall that 


he said: 


"Were we directed from Washington when 


to sow and when to reap we would soon want 
bread." 


Louis Ludlow, a distinguished member of 


Congress, said not long ago: 


"From out of the background of history 


comes Thomas Jefferson to aid us in the 
solution of the paramount problems of this 
tragic era. 
As to Congress I feel that we 


members will do well if we will sit at the feet 
of Jefferson and gain inspiration from his 
Ideas of economy and constitutional govern- 
ment." 


At this time the attention and energy of 


everyone is rightfully directed toward the 
winning of the war, and victory seems not 
far off. But peacetime will bring new prob- 
lems and at that time we may well indeed sit 
at the feet of Jefferson and partake of his 
counsel, of a wisdom which will direct us 
toward the fundamentals of our "democracy 
in * republic." True democracy's debt to 
Jefferson can never be repaid. 


GERMAN TREK 


The German people are now reaping what 


they and their military leaders have sown. 
Recent reports tell of "millions of German 
refugees swarming into the central Reich 
and pushing toward Berlin." The exodus 
may avail them little when they arrive there, 
for those who survive will probably be 
pushed still farther westward. Food is grow- 
ing scarce, even after all the Nazi looting 
and storing of provisions with which to ride 
Out the war. 
So the German people them- 


selves learn the miseries of the life they have 
made for their neighbors. 


A description of their mournful trek west- 


ward, in fcnr of the Russians is impressive: 


"Those who could ride traveled on any- 


thing that had wheels—horse-drawn carts, 
trucks, busses and railroad freight cars. But 
for many it was a foived march by foot 
through snow and wintry blasts, and the 
marchers wore women, children and the 
aged. The men wore taken into (he volks- 
stunn lo slay behind and face ihc Red Army 
as cannon fodder. Those in ihc lit* had to 
leave the roads lo the Wehrnachl, which had 
Jrtvd priority. To kccji liie marchers on Ihc 
move, Nazi helicopters hovered over them."

He was the original American Firster and 
in hli old age, unsheathed his sword to make that 
slogan good.

Not with those 30 
wounded men of his lying lost and 
eaderless and hopeless In the deep- 
ening snow.

and with no friend's hand there 


to save them or ferry them into 
eternity.
